1 . (Currently Amended) A method of streaming data units to terminals, the method 
comprising: 

using a duplicating switch to receive communications; 

using the duplicating switch to selectively filter the communications; 

receiving a received stream of data units at the duplicating switch, wherein the received 
stream is addressed to a unicast address associated with the duplicating switch and the data units 
include a pavload portion and an attribute portion: 

using th e duplicating owiteh - to receive a first str e am of data units that are address e d to a 
unicast address on th e duplicating Gwitch, who r oin - thc first stream of data units includ e s a 
payload - portion and an attribut e portion; 

using the duplicating switch to store content from the pavload portion of the receivedi gs* 

stream; 

using the duplicating switch to generate forwardeds eeo&d streams that incorporate the 
stored content for use by two or more terminals having addressing information that was not part 
of the receivedfest stream; and 

using tho duplicating switch to mak e th e s e cond str e ams availabl e to the t e rminals, 
whoroin tho ^ duplioating switch is configured to duplicat e one or mor e portions of the first 

str e am 

in response to a request received at the duplicating switch, using the duplicating switch to 
forward the forwarded streams that incorporates the content a duplicated pavload portion of th e 
data unit within th e s e cond str e ams of data units addr e ss e d to a uniea si-ad droso on oaoh of tho 
two or mor e terminals , with each forwarded stream being forwarded to a unicast address. 
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wherein the duplicating switch is structured and arranged to selectively filter the 
communications and forward the forwarded stream s duplicatod portion based on address 
information sent in the request to the duplicating switch in r e Bp e asc to examining an addr e gs . 

2. (Original) The method of claim I wherein using the duplicating switch to store content 
includes storing content that is temporally related to the data units that are being generated. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising using a location 
identifier to indicate which portion of content is being generated into the forwardedfiOGefld 
streams. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 3 further comprising using location identifiers to 
access the content time-shifted as two different streams, 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein using the duplicating switch to store content 
includes storing more than one instance of the same portion of content. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 5 wherein using the duplicating switch to 
store content includes storing additional instances of the received stream as demand for the 
content increases. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein using the duplicating switch to store content 
includes storing content and associated header information. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein using the duplicating switch to store content 
includes storing a checksum describing the content. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein at least one of the 
forwardeds eeead streams is transmitted in response to receiving the* request from a terminal. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the forwardeds eeeHd streams 
are is transmitted in response to receiving thea request from a service provider. 

11. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein: 

storing the content includes using location identifiers to track simultaneous transmissions 
of a single stored instance of the receiveda stream, and 

forwaiding te ansmittin g includes transmitting the different data units from within the 
single stored instance to several requestors who have terminals receiving the forwarded streams 
that overlap but differ by a time differential. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the duplicating switch is a 
specialized device including hardware configured to perform one or more of receiving a 
receivedfi fs* stream of data units, storing content from the received firsi stream, generating 
forwarde da econd streams, and making the forwardedseeend streams available. 

1 3 . (Currently Amended) A duplicating switch comprising: 
means for using a duplicating switch to receive communications; 

means for using the duplicating switch to selectively filter the communications; 

means for receiving a recejved# *s* stream of data units that isaee addressed to a unicast 
address associated with er the duplicating switch, wherein the first stream -ef data units includes a 
payload portion and an attribute portion; 

means for storing content from the pavload portion of the receiyedfi rs* stream; 

gonorating- means for generating forwardeds eeend streams that incorporate the stored 
content for use by two or more terminals having addressing information that was not part of the 
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receivedfi rs* stream , th e g e n e rating m e ans being configured to duplicate one or mor e portions of 
th e first str e am ; and 

means for using the duplicating switch to forward the duplicat e d payload portion of th e 
data unit within th e forwardeds eeeftd streams of data units that incorporates the content each 
forwarded stream being forwarded to a unicast address, addr e ssed to a unicast addr e ss on e ach of 
th e two or mor e tenr>k*a te-in response to a request received at the duplicating switch, 

wherein the duplicating switch is structured and arranged to selectively filter the 
communications and forward the forwarded streams based on address information sent in the 
request to the duplicating switc h dunlioatod portion in response to e xaminingjui address . 

14. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 13 wherein means for storing content 
includes means for storing content that is temporally related to the data units that are being 
generated. 

15. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 14 further comprising means 
for using a location identifier to indicate which portion of content is being generated into the 
forwardcd sooond streams. 

1 6. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 1 5 further comprising means for using 
location identifiers to access the content time-shifted as two different streams. 

17. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 1 3 wherein means for storing content 
includes means for storing more than one instance of the same portion of content. 

1 8. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 17 wherein means for storing content 
includes means for storing additional instances of the stream as demand for the content increases. 
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19. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 13 wherein means for storing content 
includes means for storing content and associated header information. 

20. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 13 wherein means for storing content 
includes means for storing a checksum describing the content. 

21. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 13 wherein the means for 
geneTatinpB aateftg the forwardedseeend streams available include means for transmitting at least 
one of the forwardeds esoed streams in response to receiving thea request from a terminal. 

22. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 13 wherein the 
forwardedseeofid stream is transmitted by the means for making it available in response to 
receiving thea request from a service provider. 

23. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 13 wherein: 

means for storing the content includes means for using location identifiers to track 
simultaneous transmissions of a single stored instance of the received a stream, and 

means for transmitting includes means for transmitting the different data units from 
within the single stored instance to several requestors who have terminals receiving the 
forwarded stream that overlap but differ by a time differential. 

24. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 13 wherein the generating 
means include a specialized device including hardware configured to perform one or more of 
receiving a received fest stream of data units, storing content from the receivedfi rst stream, 
generating forwardeds eeead streams, and making the forwardeds eeond streams available. 

25. (Currently Amended) A duplicating switch comprising: 
a first coromumcations interface structured and arranged to: 
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receive communications, 

selectively filter the communications, and 

receive a receivedf gst stream of data units that are addressed to a unicast address 
associated withi es the duplicating switch, wherein each data unit includes a payload 
portion and an attribute portion; 

a storage processor structured and arranged to store content from the pavload po rtion of 
the receivedg rst stream; 

a switching processor structured and arranged to generate forwardedseeeftd streams that 
incorporate the stefed-content for use by two or more terminals having addressing information 
that was not part of the received&et stream, the switching processor being configur e d to 
duplicat e ono or more portions of the first str e am ; and 

a second communications interface structured and arranged to forward the forwarded 
streams that incorporate the content duplicat e d payload portion of the data unit within the second 
streams of data units addr e ssed to a unicaat addr e ss on each of the two or mero4orrnm al»in 
response to a request received at the duplicating switch, each forwarded stream beine forwarded 
to a unicast address, 

wherein the duplicating switch is structured and arranged to selectively filter the 
communications and forward the forwarded strea md uplicated pavload portion b ased on address 
information sent in the request to the duplicating switch response to e xamining an addr e ss . 

26. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 25 wherein the storage processor is 
structured and arranged to store content that is temporally related to the data units that are being 
generated. 

27. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 26 further comprising a first 
memory processor structured and arranged to use a location identifier to indicate which portion 
of content is being generated into the forwarde ds e cond streams. 
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28. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 27 further comprising a second memory 
processor structured and arranged to use location identifiers to access the content time-shifted as 
two different streams. 

29. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 25 wherein storage processor is structured 
and arranged to store more than one instance of the same portion of content. 

30- (Curently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 29 wherein the storage 
processor is structured and arranged to store additional instances of the received stream as 
demand for the content increases. 

3 1 . (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 25 wherein the storage processor is 
structured and arranged to store content and associated header information. 

32. (Original) The duplicating switch of claim 31 wherein the storage processor is 
structured and arranged to store a checksum describing the content. 

33. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 25 wherein the second 
communications interface is structured and arranged to make at least one of the forwardedseeoftd 
streams available in response to receiving thea request from a terminal. 

34. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 25 wherein the 

forward eds eeend stream is transmitted by the second communications interface in response to 
receiving thea request from a service provider. 

35. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 25 wherein: 

the storage processor is structured and arranged to use location identifiers to track 
simultaneous transmissions of a single stored instance of the receiveda stream, and 
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the second communications interface is structured and arranged to transmit the different 
data units from within the single stored instance to several requestors who have terminals 
receiving the forwarded streams that overlap but differ by a time differential. 

36. (Currently Amended) The duplicating switch of claim 25 wherein the switching 
processor is a specialized device including hardware configured to perform one or more of 
receiving a receivedfe t stream of data units, storing content from the receivedfi fst stream, 
generating forwardeds e&and streams, and making the forwardedseeend streams available. 
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
